Ruhr Valley 
Mine Blast 
Fatal to 30 


HEESSEN, Germany (AP)— A 
coal mine exnlosion touched off 
by blasting killed 30 miners today 
and injured 8 others in this Ruhr 
Valley town, m i n e officials re­ 
ported. 
The explosion in the state-owned 
Sachsen Mine occurred just half 
an hour before the morning shift 
of 2,200 was due 
at work.

spokesman said the casualty toll 
was relatively low because only 
skeleton night crews were work­ 
ing. 
The explosion occurred just 30 
days after a fire-damp blast in 
the Luisenthal Mine in the Saar­ 
land to the south took 299 lives. 
The mine spokesman said all 
miners appeared to be accounted 
for and the death toll was not 
expected to rise unless some of 
the injured men did not survive. 
He said the explosion occurred 
in a horizontal tunnel connecting 
various

than 3.000 feet underground. He 
reported the blast was apparent­ 
ly caused when blasting ignited 
a pool of methane gas or fire­ 
damp which had collected in the 
tunnel.

Many Phases, People Cooperate To Form 
Great American Organization of 4-H

EDITORS NOTE: Tile 4-H club 
p r o g r a m , nationwide, involves 
many phases and people. The fol­ 
lowing article, taken from a USDA 
b u l l e t i n on 4-H club work, 
will give an insight into the effort 
and support by many people who 
make the 4-H clubs of America the 
great organizations they are. 


Just about everybody who wants 
to help with 4-H club work can find 
a place — and a job already cut 
out. Thousands of 
capable 
and 
public - spirited men and women 
and older young people contribute 
valuable time, effort and money 
each year to help youth to help 
themselves, and to further the pre­ 
stige and influence of the pro­ 
gram. Some s e r v e as volunteer 
local club leaders. 
Some belong to 4-H councils or 
other advisory groups who have a 
large share in shaping and guid­ 
ing 4-H programs of state, county, 
and community levels. Some are 
civic and service club members. 
Many nationally organized com­ 
mercial and industrial firms are 
4-H donor groups, providing schol­ 
arships, awards and special funds. 
A relatively small staff of paid ex­ 
tension workers handle the train­ 
ing and planning at county, state 
and federal govennment levels. 
Three principal groups lead as a 
team in various phases of national 
4-H club activities: The Coopera­ 
tive Extension Sendee of the Unit­ 
ed States Department of Agricul­ 
ture and the land-grant colleges 
and universities, the National 4-H 
Club Foundation and the National 
Committee on Boys and Girls 4-H 
Club Work. Each follows a clear­ 
cut pattern of working together for 
4-H in the nation. 
Each group has its owm indivi­ 
dual set of duties and all join to 
achieve the overall aims of help­ 
ing 4-H members learn to make 
the most of their t a l e n t s and 
abilities, to apply science in im ­ 
proving farming and homemaking 
methods, and to -render better ser­ 
vice in their communities. Their 
long-range goals are to promote 
character and leadership develop­ 
ment and to build toward good cit­ 
izenship. 
• *» • 
C O O P E R A T I V E EXTEN­ 
SION SERVICE: Tile o f f i c i a l 
framework supporting 4-H clubs, 
as in other Extension program s, 
centers in a 
three-way 
partner- 
shin of tile U n i t e d States De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture, the state 
land-grant colleges and universit­ 
ies, and the county governments. 
Each of these has a unique and im­ 
portant place to fill. 
Fortunately, it is not as hard as 
might appear for the Department 
of Agriculture and the 51 separate 
state and territorial extension ser­ 
vices who work out effective com­ 
mon p o l i c i e s and programs, 
'through the Extension Committee 
on Organization and Policy, and 
its v a r i o u s subcommittees, a 
smooth * running mechanism func­ 
tions. The subcommittees usually 
include both 
state 
and 
federal 
staff members. A good example of 
result - getting efficiency is that 
of the Extension Subcommittee on 
4-11 Club Work. This committee 
gives continuous attention to 4-H 
p r o g r a m and policy m atters 
and makes recommendations to 
the Organization and Policy Com­ 


mittee for appropriate action.

FRIENDS OF 4-H: Many types 
of counseling groups and special 
4-H committees are made up of ci­ 
vic-minded citizens. Members ren­ 
der valuable assistance as advis­ 
ers and supporters of 4-H club 
work in rural areas, towns and cit­ 
ies where 
clubs 
are organized. 
They i n c l u d e parents, business­ 
men, teachers, older 4-H’ers, and 
others who give 
generously of 
themselves and their means. These 
Friends of 4-H serve enthusiast­ 
ically and effectively to establish, 
encourage, and g u i d e 4-H clubs 
for the greatest personal growth 
of members and fullest service to 
the community. 


NATIONAL AND STATE LEAD­ 
ERSHIP: The Federal Extension 
Sendee gives national leadership 
to the 4-H program and the state 
extension sendees give state lead­ 
ership. The Division of 4-H Club 
and YMW Program s in the Feder­ 
al Extension Sendee offers general 
leadership, in cooperation wdth the 
s t a t e s, to develop policies, plans 
program s and operations in the 
field of youth. This o f f i c e main­ 
tains relations with allied youth or­ 
ganizations and agencies, and pro­ 
vides assistance on all m atters 
relating to extension work wdth 
young people. 
All divisions of the Federal Ex­ 
tension Sendee play a leadership 
role in planning 4-H program s in 
their different areas of assign­ 
ment. Extension subject m atter 
specialists — both state and feder­ 
al — are the program leaders for 
the various 4-H home economics 
and agricultural projects as well 
as for adult extension work. These 
specialists 
p r e p a r e literature, 
cooperate on e v e n t s related to 
their project fields, help train the 
extension agents, and sometimes 
make presentations before groups 
of 4-H volunteer leaders. 
Through 
literature, 
assistance 
of agents and leaders, and other 
means, the latest findings of agri­ 
cultural and home economics re­ 
search are extended to 4-H youth 
according to m em bers’ needs and 
interests. 
R e s u l t s 
of 
other 
public and private research relat­ 
ed to youth development are also 
drawm upon. Extension workers 
wherever they serve lead in pro­ 
gram planning, reporting and eval­ 
uating p r o g r a m results, and 
supplying public information f o r 
press, radio, television and other 
media. 
An ever growing num ber of in­ 
quiries far 4-H information reach 
the federal, state, and county ex 
tension offices. Others are receiv­ 
ed by the National Committee and 
the 4-H Club Foundation. Requests 
are for facts and background m a­ 
terial, human interest stories, pho­ 
tographs, and other item s to be 
used in magazines and newspap­ 
ers, encyclopedias and yearbooks, 
business and industrial publica 
tions. films, radio and television 
broadcasts. 
Authority for approving use of 
the 4-H club name and emblem — 
to prevent its exploitation for per­ 
sonal gain — lies, by act of Con­ 
gress, with the Secrrtary of Agri­ 
culture. The Secretary, in t u r n , 
delegates the authority to the Fed­ 
eral Extension Service. The Fed­ 
eral Extension Service delegates 


authority to the s t a t e extension 
services to use the name and em ­ 
blem for educational purposes with­ 
in their own borders. 
T h e National 4-H Foundation 
and the National Committee on 
Boys and Girls Club Work are 
granted a continuing authorization, 
under general guidance of the E x­ 
tension Service. 
Authorizations are also some­ 
times given on request to private 
and commercial groups for limited 
purposes and for specified periods. 
Since the beginnings of 4-H work 
in the early 1900’s, public-spir­ 
ited citizens like those on the N at­ 
ional Comittee on Boys and Girls 
Club Work in Chicago have been 
offering 
assistance 
above 
and 
beyond that provided by public 
funds. At first such efforts were 
largely local and uncoordinated 
funds. At first such efforts w e r e 
largely local and uncoordinated 
but as the 4-H program grew, a few 
far-sighted leaders in Extension 
and business saw the need for 
clearing house for national 4-H 
awards and incentives. In 1921, 
the National Committee was form ­ 
ed as a bason agency between Ex­ 
tension, agriculture and industry. 
As a voluntary, nonprofit cor­ 
poration, the National Committee 
gives support and cooperation to 
the Extension Service in furthering 
4-H work. Organization objectives 
are: To aid the Extension Service 
advancing 
the 
membership, 
m 
leadership, and influence of the 
4-H program ; to enbst the support 
of b u s i n e s s and civic organi­ 
zations in providing 4-H awards, 
educational m aterials, and other 
services; to coordinate and guide 
the efforts of donors in accord­ 
ance with pohcies and needs ex­ 
pressed by the Extension Service. 
The 30 directors and members of 
the National Committee are all vol­ 
unteers — key business executives 
c i v i c and agrcultural leaders, 
educators and o t h e r individuals 
who determ ine broad pohcies and 
plans w h i c h are then translated 
into reality by the Committee’s 
paid staff of workers. 
4-H AWARDS: Much of the work 
of the organization centers around 
the program of awards to 4-H 
boys and girls who have completed 
outstanding project work. Through 
the Committee more than 50 com­ 
panies, foundations and individuals 
p r o v i d e funds annually for 4-H 
awards, incentives, leader train­ 
ing, and the adm inistrative costs 
of conducting the program of work. 
As a means of recognizing and 
encouraging 4-H mem bers, these 
interested donors annually provide 
some 200 college scholarships and 
fellowships, more than 1,000 edu­ 
cational trips, 150,000 medals, to­ 
gether with savings bonds, watch 
es and hundreds of other awards. 
Several donors provide m ajor fi­ 
nancial support for training volun 
teer leaders in specific programs. 
Others contribute notably by pub­ 
lishing educational m aterials bene­ 
ficial to extension agents, c l u b 
leaders and 4-H members.

GRESS: An outstanding national 
event on Hie 4-H calendar is the an­ 
nual 4-H Club Congress in Chicago 
— a culminating feature of the 4-H 
award p r o g r a m . Jointly plan­ 
ned and conducted by the Extens­ 
ion Service and the National Com­ 
mittee in cooperation with 4-H don­ 
ors, it is held the week a f t e r 
Thanksgiving at the same time as 
the International Livestock 'Expos­ 
ition. 
Delegates to the Congress are 
about 1,300 4-H boys and girls who 
have won state and regional hon­ 
ors in the various 
award 
pro­ 
gram s. D u r i n g the event about 
200 of them are named as nation­ 
al winners of college scholarships. 
Adults attending the Congress in­ 
clude extension agents, local lead­ 
ers, business officials, internation­ 
al visitors, press - radio - televis­ 
ion representatives and o t h e r 
guests. 
Early in its existence, the N at­ 
ional Committee received requests 
for medals, banners, and other 
items bearing the 4-H emblem. To­ 
day the Comittee’s supply serv­ 
ice stocks more than 800 4-H items 
including f l a g s and banners; 
medal and trophy awards; cloth­ 
ing and jewelry items; recreation­ 
al and party item s; and pins, chev­ 
rons, and other symbols of m em ­ 
bership. Shipments are made from 
the National Committee headquar­ 
ters to all the states and territories 
and a n u rn b e r cf foreign coun­ 
tries on a nonprofit basis. 
The only national magazine de­ 
voted exclusively to the 4-H pro­ 
gram is “ National 4-H News” . It 
began in 1923 and today has a cir­ 
culation of more than 80.000. Pub­ 
lished prim arily as an aid to vol­ 
unteer 4-H leaders, this magazine 
is u s e f u l to extension agents 
as well. Its editorial 
and adver­ 
tising columns provide an exchange 
of 4-H ideas and help to acquaint 
more p e o p l e everywhere with 
the scope and importance of 4-H 
work. 
In helping to tell the story of 4-H 
club work, the Committee carries 
on a consistent, year-round infor­ 
mation program . 
During an average year, staff 
members distribute 
more 
than 
200.000 copies of news releases and 
mats, and a r r a n g e for an es­ 
tim ated 6,000 radio - television sal­ 
utes, interviews, and newscasts for 
the Congress, the National 4-H 
Conference, National 4-H C l u b 
Week, and other occasions. 
In order to implement all phases 
of organizational activity, num er­ 
ous field contacts are essential — 
as at various meetings, workshops 
and special events. Through these 
the Committee keeps in touch with 
Extension needs and counsels do 
nars on their cooperation with 4-H 
evaluates Committee s e r v i c e i 
and suggests new fields of endeav 
or. 
The National 4-H Club Founds

Disappointments Loom for JFK 


Already whipped on his proposal to add 
a departm ent of urban affairs to the cab­ 
inet, President Kennedy m ay be experienc­ 
ing only the first of a 
series of m ajor 
disappointments. 
Dem ocratic leaders in Congress are ex­ 
pressing doubts that m edical care under 
social security, federal aid for s c h o o l s 
and several anti-recession program s can 
be enacted. Among them is the request for 
discretionary presidential power to m anip­ 
ulate federal income tax rate s according 
to the vigor of the national economy. 
A substitute foreign trade bill, limiting 
the President’s power to negotiate lower 
tariffs with other nations, is about to be 
introduced by Republicans. Since it would 
give Congress a veto over tariffs lowered 
by the President, the m easu re will have 
considerable strength in states where in­ 
dustries and labor unions find their wel­ 
fare threatened by cheap im ports. 
Organized labor is m aking no secret of 


its unhappiness with Mr. Kennedy's con­ 
duct of affairs in the economic area. L a­ 
bor leaders w ant drastic action, including 
a big public works program to reduce un­ 
em ploym ent and a lowering of the work­ 
week to spread the jobs around. 
Inability to bulldoze a program through 
a Congress so heavily D em ocratic would 
ordinarily be considered a presidential 
w eakness. But the Republican-Southern 
D em ocratic coalition is strong enough to 
block him. The President hopes a sense of 
disappointm ent over the country will be 
strong enough to defeat a great m any 
m em bers of Congress who balk his key 
m easures. 
Since his chance of removing Southern 
D em ocrats is quite small, the President 
will concentrate in removing Republicans. 
But they will have their offensives well in 
order to convince voters that the b i l l s 
- they blocked would have been bad for the 
nation.

Commie Coolness Still Exists 


The alleged split between the Soviet 
Union and Red China has been subjected 
to so m uch analysis that m ore probing 
seem s like surplusage. But it is interesting 
to note that out of Yugoslavia comes the 
appraisal that the rift is about to be suc­ 
ceeded by a precarious truce which prob­ 
ably will not last long. 
Moscow and Peiping are reported to 
have agreed to m aintain the Soviet-Chinese 
defense alliance, continued Soviet sup­ 
port of China’s bid for m em bership in the 
United Nations and its claim to Taiwan, 
m aintenance of a cultural relations pro­ 
g ram and an effort to reduce the ideolo­ 
gical w arfare between the ruling com m un­ 
ist parties of the two nations. 
And Moscow, according to this story, ap­ 
parently has m ade no promise to increase 
economic and technological assistance to 
China.

THE RIGHTNESS OF SPEAKING THE TRUTH AND AN 
ILLUSTRATION OF YIELDING TO THE TEMP­ 
TATION TO SPEAK FALSELY 


Scripture—Exodus 20:16; Matthew 12:33-87; 26:69-75; Proverbs 
12:17. 


By N. SPEER JONES 
SO OFTEN we hear good 
people referring genially to “a 
little white lie" they may have 
told. They usually confess this 
without shame, for a "white 
lie” may even be told with the 
best of motives—to spare some­ 
one else some unpleasantness, 
for instance. 
Such a little deception is real­ 
ly cause for grave concern, 
though it may not seem so. In 
a situation where love appears 
to override truth, it would seem 
better to say nothing at all, 
rather than yield to the tempta­ 
tion to lie slightly. For the 
whole trouble with the "little 
white lie" is that it leads very 
easily and imperceptibly into a 
larger and grayer lie, then on to 
a "big black lie.” 
Man’s heart is never static. 
It changes constantly, growing 
more good or more evil in dif- 


"put his best foot forward” in 
the area of outward appear­ 
ances and expressions. Over a 
period of time, however, a man’s 
words usually reveal his true 
self, just as will a crisis in 
which he has no time to plan 
to "put his best foot forward." 
It was this kind of crisis 
which smote Peter when he be­ 
trayed Christ. (Matthew 26:69- 
75). 
Just as man's words proceed 
from his heart, however, so his 
heart is built up in turn by the 
things he says; the process 
works both ways. This is tho 
most basic reason why God’s 
commandment against lying is 
so vital. God is truth, and as 
we are made in God's image, 
when we are untruthful we are 
unGodlike, violating our own 
natures and betraying God. 
When Christ warns us that 
our words can condemn us

EXPERIMENTAL DISCUSSION

Discussion Project 
for Rural Young Adults in behalf of 
the Cooperative Extension Serv­ 
ice. This was the first exploratory 
project completed by the Founda­ 
tion. and since that time, other 
projects such as 4-H Automotive 
Care and Safety have been devel­ 
oped 
THE INTERNATIONAL FARM 
YOUTH EXCHANGE: Following 
World War II, a national commit­ 
tee at county, state, and federal 
extension workers spent part of 
two years seriously considering 4-H 
postwar programs. Out of this stu­ 
dy came various materials, includ­ 
ing IO guideposts for developing 
future 4-H programs. The 
10th 
guidepost was “Serving as Citi­ 
zens in Maintaining World Peace”. 
A c r o s s the nation, members 
and leaders laid plans for imple­ 
menting it. 
Young people and their leaders, 
who were mtaresied in helping cre­ 
ate conditi'^ns for peace, started 
IFYE They reasoned that an ex­ 
change of rural youth between the 
U n i t e d States and other coun­ 
tries would clear up many miscon­ 
ceptions between peoples, and pro­ 
mote understanding of each others’ 
aim* and problems. Extension of­ 
ficials encouraged and supported 
them. 
The first exchangees were six 
young British farmers who came 
to America late in 1947, and 17 Am­ 
erican delegates who left the mid­ 
dle of 1948 for sever countries of 
Western Europe. 
As a people-to-people program 
for furthering understanding with 
those of other lands, IFYE con­ 
ducts two-way exchanges of rural 


Alaska. Hawaii and Puerto Rico. 
More than 8.000 United State* 
farm families, an average of eight 
per exchange, have served as 
hosts to these “grassroots ambas­ 
sadors”. 


Ohio's 4-H 
Enrollment 
Hits 86,723 


Ohio’s 4-H club enrollment hit 
an all-time high of 86.723 last year. 
The new enrollment figures is 
an increase of 3.475 over the pre­ 
vious year, reports Albert F. 
Gehres. Associates State 4-H Club 
leader. Records shows a specta­ 
cular increase in 4-H member­ 
ship. Twenty years ago Ohio 
4-H’ers numbered 51,908. Ten . 
years ago the figure was 64,726. 
Gehres notes that among the 
North Central states, only Indi­ 
ana has more 4-H club members 
than Ohio. And among all 50 states 
Ohio ranks at or near the top in 
number of clubs and o l d e r club 
members. Last year there were 
6,228 clubs rn Ohio. 
According to 1960 national rec­ 
ords, Ohio had more 4-H clubs 
than any other state, topping sec­ 
ond place Oregon by 735 clubs. 
Latest available records on age 
of members (1955-58) show Ohio 
ranking second only to Indiana in 
n u rn b e r of club members 14 or 
older. 
• • • 
THE NEW state enrollment fig­ 
ures show girl members outnum­ 
ber boy members more than two to 
one. Boys totaled 28,868, an in­ 
crease of about 1,000 over the pre­ 
vious year, while girls totaled 55,- 
403 an increase of 2.452. 
The 4-H program, for boys and 
girls between the ages of IO and 21, 
is a youth activity of the Cooper­ 
ative Extension Service. In each 
county Extension maintains an ag­ 
ent w'hose responsibility is to di­ 
rect the program in the county le­ 
vel. 
Local clubs are guided by adult 
leaders and advisers who serve 
without pay. Through the 4-H pro­ 
gram boys and girls —- both rural 
and urban — gam citizenship and 
leadership training and learn vo­ 
cational skills by working on vari­ 
ous projects.

A member 
without a project would be like 
a ship without a rudder;

To become a 4-H club member a 
boy or girl must enroll in one of 
the many projects listed by the 
state in w h i c h the member lives. I 
Through project work, he is taught 
improved practices which, in turn, 
serve as demonstrations for the 
community. He learns business 
principles by keeping required re­ 
cords. 
By project is meant the animals 
raised and articles made by the 
members, or some other definite 
enterprise undertaken by rn e rn- 
bors. The project should be one 
which fits well into th conditions 
of the community. It s h o u l d be 
practical and provide some in- j 
come, savings or satisfaction to the 
club member. 
• * 0 
EACH CLUB member must do 
personally the work required to 


complete successfully the project 
selected. When heavy work is in­ 
volved. younger 
club members 
have the help of adults. 
In all production projects, each 
member must have the animals 
or crops in his own name. If one 
is on a partnership or share basis, 
he must have a definite arrange­ 
ment with the other parties con­ 
cerned. In this manner he is on his 
own responsibility and can make 
his own decisions about the care 
and management of his project. 
Leaders help club members se­ 
lect projects best suited to their in­ 
dividual conditions. 
Young club members should 
not u n d e r t a k e more than 
one project a year, but older 
ones find it desirable to carry 
several. Each state lists its own 
complete outlines of projects. 
Records show 774 P i c k a w a y 
County 4-H chih members com­ 
pleted 1.200 projects in 1959.

When 4-H clubs are organized 
locally there are some who feel

4-H membership is open to all 
people and faiths, maintaining and 
proving that all can work together 
in this business of developing boys 
and girls into u s e f u l and pro­ 
ductive citizens.

Expert Know-How Is Involved 


The far-reaching effects of 4-H 
Club membership cannot be m ea­ 
sured in statistics, but the various 
components that go to make up 
the program of work can. 
For example, more than 400,000 
men and women volunteered their 
services this past year to 
help 
nearly 2.3 million Head, H e a r t , 
Hands and Health youths complete 
3,843,000 projects. The figures were 
supplied by the Cooperative Ex­ 
tension S e r v i c e , the education­ 
al arm of the USDA. 
In almost every instance, the 
completed project or activity bene­ 
fited the entire 
family 
and, 
in 
many cases, the community. 
When 4-H Clubs got under way 
as an organized movement in the 
early 1900’s, they were intended 
to help only farm boys and girls. 
Projects were limited 
to 
crops, 
livestock, and the cooking and pre­ 
serving of food. 
Today, 4-H offers about 40 dif­ 
ferent 
programs 
in 
agriculture, 
home economics and science, ac­ 
cording to the Extension Service. 
Membership now is about equally 
divided between farm and n o n ­ 
farm youths from I to 21 years. 
And the projects, except for a few 
such as livestock, tractor and field 
crops, can be carried on success­ 
fully in towns or in the country. 
As 4-H becomes a part of the 
urban and suburban scene, more 
local business people are involved 
in the program, reports the N a­ 
tional 4-H Service Committee head­ 
quartered in C h i c a g o . About 
60 of the nation’s leading business 
firms already support 4-H award 
programs nationally through the 
committee, a nonprofit organiza­ 
tion cooperating with the extension 
service.
